The high cost of llring problem of 
the young man of small means who 
desires to attend college has been 
met by the college authorities. The 
utilization of the army barracks and 
mess equipment left Idle upon the 
discharge of the S. A. T. C. last fall 
has enabled the college to offer board 
and lodging for approximately $30 
a month, the exact rate depending up- 
on the cost of provisions from week 
to week. No profit is made by the 
college. During summer school, 
board cost {6 a week at the mess. A 
col and space In one of the barracks 
was rented tor |l a week, the stu- 
dent furnished his own bed clothing. 
The same amount will be charged for 
lodging facilities next tall. 

The barracks are conveniently sit- 
uated tor men who work in the engi- 
neering shops. Several hundred stu- 
dents annually take the work offered 
In auto mechanics, blacksmtthtng, 
carpentry, foundry work, tractor 
operation and machine work, spends 
Ing 40 hours a week in their respective 
shops. E^ch of the courses Is S 
weeks In length. Students are permit- 
ted to begin the work on the first of 
every month In the year except July 
and August. A study hall conven- 
iently situated is provided by the 
college to alt students.

It 
therefore gives me an unusual pleas- 
ure to welcome both Ihe old and the 
new students. I hope that you feol 
as glad and as happy ae I do over 
your presence here.

The faculty Is 
commit ted as oever before to a pro- 
gram which will aid you In getting 
belter acquainted as men to men and 
women to women — outside the class- 
room as well as Inside. I ask you to 
go farther than you ever have before 
towards accomplishing this end: Try 
to develop this feeling while pursuing 
your serious work. 

"The opiwrtunliles tor real work 
are within your grasp from all angles. 
All things being equal, naturally he 
who works Ihe hardest will gain the 
most. Work must, however, he di- 
rected intelligently and planned sys- 
tematically.

"The real value of college work 
lies In the training which It gives 
you, in following a deflnlie program 
and completing a definite piece of 
work, of working accurately and 
thoroughly, dynamically and not lag- 
gardly. Remember, too, that It l> 
not the number of jobs nor the pleeea 
of work you do or undertake to do 
which count for the most, either. The 
number of Jobs or pieces of work 
which you complete with thorough- 
ness are what count. Another factor 
which enters into your work is rela- 
tionship. Information collected frag- 
mentartly without thought of proper 
correlallon will confuse the possessor. 
Xahe Friends OnUMe of Ctaaa. 
"Moreover, In getting Information 
rememl>er that It is not limited to the 
classroom. It la to be found every- 
where—on the campus and among 
your associates, among the ticully 
and among the sludenl body. Some 
of the most valuable Information 
which you can obtain If you will go 
about it properly, will be outside the 
claNsroom. You might apend four 
years in college and go away without 
having really known a single pra- 
ferfor or having made any lasting 
trlejdihlps. Some students find 



done outside the classrooms, as by 
spending an hour once a week In at- 
tending [he student assembly, taking 
pan in athletics, In debate, in the 
festival nunibera and In the other 
activities which do so much towards 
rounding out an otherwise monoton- 
ous routine ot work. While It may 
seem to some that this is not getting 
an education, yet it is of the greatest 
value to you In making friends, in 
acquiring poise, and in developing a 
broad, open mind, all ol which are 
Indispensable to a well trained and 
successful man or woman. We as a 
faculty are committed this year more 
than ever before to a program which 
will encouragf niiii Inspire a lietrer 
understanding between students and 
faculty as men to men and women to 
women.

01 the work also will be sent out. 

The aurver will cover several prob- 
lems of the dairy business never be- 
fore attempted In Kansas. Mr. 
Tbomsen wub associated for more 
than a year with the dairy induatry 
of Wieconaln, where greater progress 
has been made in the business than 
elsewhere In the country. His grad- 
uate work at the University ot Wis- 
consin concerned Itself with market- 
tug and co-operation. 

Among the more important ques- 
tions that will be taken up In the 
survey will be the relation existing 
between the producers, distributor, 
and consumer of milk; the economic 
etriciency ot the delivery system; 
prices; alternative markeU and ad- 
equacy of supply and demand. The 
teaslbility of co-operation or other 
untried methods of delivery and the 
Influence of the wholesale milk busl 
less also will receive attention.

At the present time be 
is engaged in making an Investigation 
ot tbe native pastures ot the state for 
the purpose of working out a better 
system ot management and more in- 
tensive use. He did similar work for 
six years In Texas and Arisona 
while connected with the United 
States Forest service. 

Dr. Merman L. Ibsen, a Fh.D In 
genetics from tbe University ot Wis- 
consin, who is said to be one of the 
best trained young geneticists In 
America, la doing work In color 
herdity. He will have charge of tbe 
classes in genetics given by tbe ani- 
mal husbandry department. 

Recognising tbe growing Import- 
ance ot economics In the business ot 
tarmtng, the college has strengthened I 
this department ot the division ot ag- : 
rlculture by adding another man to 
the teaching atalf. V. U Thompson, 
recently appointed assistant profes- 
sor ot Bgricultural economics, took 
his master's degree from Wisconsin 
University in the subject this year. 
He will give special atl^ntlon to 
niarkeiing and co-operation. 

Dr. William E. Muldoon, who re- 
signed an associate professorship of 
comparative medicine In the State 
VettTlnary College, Cornell Univer- 
sity, to accept a like position at tbe 
Kuosas State Agsicuillural College, 
was discharged from the army with 
the rank ot a captain recently. He 
was instructor at an army aervice 
school in veterinary medlciae while 
in the government service. He has the 
degree ot Master ot Science from 
Cornell. 

Tbe chair ot pathology in the divis- 
ion of veterinary medicine will be 
taken by Dr. H. F. Lienhardt. He la 
Huid to be rnc of the beat of tbe 
laboratorlan investigators ever grad- 
uated from the University ot Penn- 
sylvania where he took bis degree ot 
veterinary medicine.

The flrst Btudent asBembly wai 
tilled with pep. The songs, "Ameri- 
ca," "Alma Mater" and then the col- 
lege yell started the flrst chapel off 
in flue style . W. M. Jardlne, presi- 
dent, announced that at noon Wed-

aesday, the registration had passed 
all previous K. S. A. C. records. 

Governor Allen was received with 
hearty applause by the students He 

tald: 

"It Is a wonderful experience to 
come here this morning and Just look 
at you. Vou know when I try t« 
rMlUe that you are all Kansans. I 
get some spiritual realisation of what 
Is In store (or this great Instltntlott 
— ol the opportunity that It has to 
operate on you— ol the opportunity 
you have to operate for It . 

"I never stand betore an audience 
like this wlikout realUIng how glor- 
ious It Is to be young. How magni- 
flcent to have only lived bo long. I 
know of no happier hour than that 
which begins the school year. It Is 
like hesitating a moment before open- 
ing a good book that you anticipate 
with great pleasure before reading— 
this opportunity that you will have 
here within the neit tew weeks, to 
find each other out and to know each 
other. 

■■I am not going to talk to you 
very long this morning. It's perfectly 
cruel for a man to come In and In- 
terrupt study. I cant help remem- 
bering the last time I was here and 
talked to you— previous to our en- 
trance Into the war I went overseas 
early— In 1917. I wlfh we might reach 
trom that period to this and see It 
we cannot get more realisation ot the 
spiritual value ot Ihat pf-riod to pour 
into this period. I am afraid we are 
becoming too much like we were be- 
fore we decided to go into the war. 
The tendency Is to think 'oo much ot 
material values and too little ot the 
Bpirltual uplin .which comes In a 
periodical uplift. 

■■I wish I could make you see 
Franco a-'* It was when I arrived there 
In 191T. 

"The French and British all agreed 
that we were the most potential na- 
tion on earth; they all aifreed that 
we were the rlcheHi nation on farth; 
they all agrepd that we made more 
machinery ihat) any othpr nation. 
Th<r thought that — we believed It 
Th'T did no', think much of our 



army — they had never seen It; neltb- 
er had we. We spoke fluently of a mil- 
lion men springing to arms over night 
the ottlcers of France looked askance | 
at this "springing to arms over night" 
business. One day 1 drove ail day 
with a British colonel. We saw num- 
erous flst BghtB between the Sammies 
and the Tommies. In which combats 
the Sammies were invariably victor- 
ious. We both refrained from com- 
menting upon these flst tights during 
the day. Toward evening, after what 
we saw was the last exhibition ot 
this sort we would see that day — when 
his friends led Tommy away, and our 
man was dancing up and down on his 
little service hat And yelling tor him 
to come back, the British officer re- 
marked "Tbeae men ot ours ought lo 
get very well acquainted with each 
other from the way they love each 
other." 

"These victories were due to the 
youth, enthusiasm and good nature of 
our men. Their kicking power was 
the most remarkable thing about 
them. They kicked more about little 
things and less about big things than 
any men I ever knew. 

Haw BaUIc In Flanders. 

"1 remember the flrst battle I saw 
in Flanders. We were in territory 
where you never got rid ot the sound 
ot guns, and I t)aw my first battalion 
of American troops as they marched 
along, toward the sound of the guns. 
— Blnging as they went. All of our 
battalions and all of our regiments 
didn't sing. It depended upon what 
kind of a cheer leader they bad. You 
haven't heard the best music until you 
have heard a singing regiment. 

"1 didn't come out here lo tell you 
about these soldiers, but I couldn't 
help telling you of some of the flne 
incidents that came to my notice 

"When you looked over a crowd at 
gatherings, you couJd always nee 
Sammies with French kiddles on their 
shotildcra ,or with older French chil- 
dren. After speaking to the 13Tth 
Infantry at the French Fourth ot July 
celebration, 1 followed some ot our 
boys, as they were taking their French 
girls home, i saw that they were at- 
tetnpting to and really succeeding In 
tranalatlnR my speech to these girls, 
and I decided that "Youth needs no 
French and English dlctlonsry." 

"I never heard a story about an 
American boy and a French woman 
that brought discredit. These lads 
don't talk about themselvcB. But, a 
French lady toid me coming across 
on the boat that she and her husband 
had decided after observinig the 
Americans that French men were 
more polite to each other than Amer- 
ican men, but that American men were 
more polite lo women than French 
men were. 

"While In AlHuce. an American 8er- 
geaol who spotce Chicago English, 
brought me a pile ot French money 
and requested me to bring hack a lot 
ot trinkets the boys had been forced 
to pawn on account of a delayed pay- 
day, and leave behind them in the 
town they had Just left. 1 visited 17 
places and in every place the shop- 
keeper refused to take any money 
tor usage. And the universal com- 
ment was "They were nice boys. We 
were sorry to have them go." Re- 
member Ihey were 3G00 miles away 
from home— most ot them for the (Irst 
time in their lives. Not that they 
were angels— they were not that kind 
ot persons. 

"1 urn glad to he present at this 
opening asnemhly of your institution. 

TrUs of .unitary TralnlnK 
"I know it would not be wise to 

eipreits Home of my views on the de- 
jsirahlliiy of universal training As 
a result of thp war. Iht-re Is a larger 
Interest manifested by the people 
than ever before in the physical 
training ot itn men Why shouldn't 
we ge; Inielliginl upon the Idea of 
military training? 

"Go to any lad Just bacit from the 
war. and asii him about the value ot 
nilHiary training. He will be heart- 
ily In (avtir of It. Then, nxk him about 
the advisability ot staying In the 
iirmy and thiti -gt-t out of the way. 
I asiied 'his ijuestlon of a lad just 
back from France who owns a sli- 
cyllnd r Pi«'rf.'i; car. and is a grad-

The cunslitutlon tor the Student 
Selt-Ooverning Assoclallon Is well on 
Its way and will be resubmitted to the 
student body In the very near future. 
In spite ot reports to the conirary. 
the Board of Adtnlnstrailon did not 
turn the consltlutlon down. 

The Board of Administration gave 
the proposed constitution Its cara- 
ful consideration. There were a num- 
ber of leatures in it which they telt 
should be modified After going over 
the constitution carefully (hey sub- 
mitted to President Jardine propos- 
ed changes which they tell should be 
en > bod led. 

President Jardlne has given to (ha 
constitution, together with the pro- 
piised changes, careful study and will. 
In a few day!), get the advice of other 
persons and then the constitution will 
be reaubmlited to the student body 
tor consideration. 

When the Student Council submit- 
ted the constitution (o the student 
body last spring (bey realised that 
It was then an Imperfect conslltutlou. 
but becauHe of lack of time l( seemed 
Important thai action by the student 
body as a whole be taken Immediate- 
ly. With action taken by (be Board ot 
Administration and that to be taken 
soon by the president, the student 
J body will be In a position to accept or 
I rrjGct or modify a fairly well worked 
lout constitution. It Is quite llliely the 
I students win want to add some new 
features ot the constitution and, per- 
] hans. modify others, betore resiibmit- 
j ting It (o (he tactulty for approval. 
The matter of developing and final- 
ly accepting this constliudon must 
go on slowly and carefully. The con- 
s! I tut Ion Is something more than • 
mere constitution for the student 
body. It Is also, In a way a contract 
between the student body and the 
faculty ot the college; therefore, botli 
parties to the contract must have an 
opportunity to go over the Insiru- 
' miml carefully. 

The members of the Board es- 
, pressed themselves as being heartily 
In sympathy with a well directed and 
ssne Self (lovernlng Association. 
They felt that the people ot the col- 
lege must realise that a Governing 
Association Is <\ae which really 
Roverns and not one which Intends 
to release members of the student 
body from any control whatever. 

The fee system was heartily ap- 
proved by at least one member ot the 
floard The amount ot Jhe fee he 
telt should be adjusted each year and 
he student body should be careful 
and not make It a financial burden 

The various classes should elect 
at once their representatives on the 
Student Council In order that the 
Studt-nt Council may act as a rep- 
rcsenlative body In bring (he constl- 
'ution betore (he student Iwdy I'ntess 
a Studtnt Council is elected the stu- 
dent body, as a whole, has no rec- 
ognljied reprcseniatlve until the stu- 
dent Self-Oovcrnlng Association has 
; been finally approved by both the stu- 
] (lint body and th«; faoully and dls- 



Dr. A. A. Holt*, secretary of the 
college Y. M C A., expresses him- 
self concerning (he relationship be- 
tween the Y. M. and the college stu- 
dents as follows: 

"The real way to build an organ l- 
saiion is not (o build up that organi- 
sation. A proposition such as this 
may seem to be composed ot contra- 
dictory terms, yet when viewed trom 
the large, becomes almost an axiom. 
When an organisation Is simply a 
part of a larger organiiation, the pol- 
icy Ihat pays in tbu end Is one which 
builds up the larger organisation flrst 
and nuiurally the smaller organisa- 
tion will thrive as the larger orga- 
niiation grows. 

"This Is the view point of those 
who are connected wKh (he Y. For 
ihe coming year, the policy of the Y. 
will be to promote, lo co-operate with.

I'd put him to work 
in a railroad office, or a shop, or a 
wireless telegraph station, or a fac- 
tory, or a warehouse; so that If the 
hour ever came again to this country, 
we would have an army staff, equip- 
ped tor that organliatlon. We don't 
need a standing army; we do need a 
great army staff equipped with all 
.he particulars.

uatc ol an Institution ,and who came 
out of the war a sergeant, and ha 
replied "I'm done with war. There's 
too much for officers only in this 
war . I don't want to be an offldrf" 

"Our army system isn't American 
in its eipreaslon — no reflection is in- 
tended for the regular army, by tbie 
statement. In tbe field hospitals in 
France, I saw the Second Division, 
composed of 27,000 men. put Into the 
the gap between the French and Brit- 
ish armies and I saw that single di- 
vision going against 98,000 of tbe best 
troops that the Germans had — and 
they were the only part of the allied 
line that bellied back toward Ger- 
many. But .there is a wrong altua- 
ilon In America. These lads that 
come back victorious ,ought to come 
back ttoostlng for the army. 

"West Point ought to be a finishing 
school for officers, rather than a 
school to train boys ot a young age. 
I am In favor of the system ot millr- 
tary training in civilian schools such 
aa Is had at K. S. A. C.

A. A. Potter, dean of the engineer 
Ing division, attended a meeting at 
business men and engineers in Wash 
Ington this summer. Tbe resolutions 
as adopted by the committee are ot 
special interest to K. S. A. C. engi- 
neers. 

The resolutions adopted are as fol 
lows: 

1. Industrial and commercial develop- 
ment has created a demand tor men 
with technical engineering training 
and bnilness ability. Manu tact nr ing 
industries are seeking engineers to 
qualify to serve in capacities re- 
(luirlng sound business (training. 
Banks and brokers also need men 
witb business training and the engi- 
neering point ot view. This need is 
rapidly increasing and bids fair to 
demand a large number ot technic- 
ally trained nien tor both domestic 
and foreign commerce. 

2. In order to meet this demand Ihe 
economic phases ot engineering sub- 
jects should be empbasised where ever 
possible In engineering instruction. 
This may be done by emphaeliing 
the problems ot values and costs in 
the regular t^cbnlcal work and by in- 
troducing or extending courses tn 
general economics, cost accounting, 
business organlsallon and business 
taw Into the engineering curricula. 
These courses should be designed 
particularly to meet the needs ot the 
engineering students. 

3. The engineering phases of eco- 
nomic subjects should be amphaalsvd 
wherever possible in commerclat In-

Bruce Wltaon, assisunt In agronomy 
will iBKd KftDsu in Ita fifth contest 
with Nebraska at the inteniatloaal 
F^rm congress and Soil-Products ax- 
position, to be lield this year In con- 
vtn.ioQ ball in Kansas City from Sep- 
tember 24 to October 4. 

Mr. WilscQ who U Lbe builder at tbe 
Kansas displays, now la one vlcior7 
■bead of tbe Co rnbu slier exhibits. 
Wilson bas won two (irst places and 
a tie tor this state in tbe ];isi four 
jears, while Nebraska's record is 
o:^e victory snd a tie for first place. 
Since Mr, Wilson won his Ilrst vic- 
tory in 19 tj at r>enver, the Kansas 
exhibit has ranked high in the 'con- 
test ot the States." At that time the 
Cornhusker display was only four 
points behind the winner. When it Is 
considered that 1.500 points -s tbe 
basis on which the state, provincial 
and national exhibits are Judged, fonr 
potats Is not a wide margin. 

At Top For Three Yeara 
Wilson repeated bis victory in 191S 
at El Paso with an exhibit which 
ranked well al«ve the other slates, 
In 19 IT, however. Nebraska won first 
place at Peoria. 111., wlib Kansas not 
far behind in second place. For three 
consecutive years the Kaasas display 
baa ranked at the top, ultbo the Sun- 
flower state was not considered In the 
awards of 19 H, whei. the exposition 
was held at Wichli-. Taking second 
place In Ne^iraska only atlrre. Wilson 
and he resolved that there would be 
conalderable competl:lon when the 
awards were made at Kanaas City In 
ISIS. 

Altho the board of health clamped 
down a ■flu" ban thirty minutes be- 
fore the doors of the exposltlOb 
opened In Kansas City, the awaftt* 
were made as usual. When the awards 
were totaled on the national, provin- 
cial and slate displays. Kansas and 
Hard yiffht \YitmA this Year 
This year the Nebraskan and Ih^ 
lUnsan will again engage In a battle 
royal. Arkansas. Colorado, and Illi- 
nois have been winners oi places In 
late competitions and ao must be con- 
aldered. Artiona, which won In 1914 
and Oregon, victor in 1913, will again 
enter the exposition aa well as will 
ftt least twenty -five other states. 
Try to Break .Monopoly 
Three thoiisatiil delegates from 
foreign provinces and nations, agri- 
cultural colleges and farmers' asaocl- 
ations are expected to attend the ex- 
hlbi:. This year, as before, a trial 
will Ije made to break the Kansas- 
Nebraska monopoly. But Wilacn Is 
prepared lo put up his »« lal fine ex- 
hibit.

Pays in Dollars, Serrlce, and AblUtj 
to Knjoy Life, Wlllnrd Says 



Manhattan's iron tainted water, 
aald to cost tbe people ot the city 
thousands ot dallars annually lo 
soap required to soften It and 
plumber's bills tor labor on water 
backs, may, after all, be a blesBlng In 
dlagnlae. An experiment recently 
conducted at the college seems to 
prove that Iron In a compound such 
as that found in Manhattan water. 
Is batter suited tor the purpose of 
building up the blood than iron In 
organic compound. In other words, 
where iron la required at all, Iron 
as It appears in Manhattan water, 
seems to be moat efficient. 

The experiment was conducted 
with rats. Each rat was subjected 
,to a blood test dally tor Rlxteen 
weeks. .Vine animals were used. They 
were divided into three groiips of , 
three rats each. One group received | 
an orRanic compound ot Iron, an- 1 
other an inorganic and a third no j 
iron at all. Iron, hemoglobin aitd 
corpuscle determinations were made I 
on each rat. Care was exercised to ,

"College training still pays In dol- 
lars and ceniB Just aa It paya In 
greater ability to enjoy life and aerre 
the community," he continued. 'But 
outside the consideration ol the com- 
parative earning capacities ot the edu- 
cated and uneducated, there la the 
tect that greater service can be ren- 
dered by the trained than U poaaibJe 
tor the untrained. The experiences of 
the war have ahown that graduates 
irom tbia inaUtutlon, and other* 
■imllar In type, have made up tbe 
most useful body of men upon which 
the government could call In Ita 
emergency. The men who were thus ; 
able to contribute the most to the 
needs ot the government are, for the 
same reasons, the men who are con- 
tributing moat to the welfare and 
the development of the nation's in- 
dustries. 

"You never hear ot a man who re- 
grets the years spent tn getting an 
edncatlon, hot how many have yon ^ 
heard regret Ibelr failure to take ad- 
raniage ot an opportunity to go lo 
college?

Due to the large Increase In the 
enrollment, It has become necesiftry 
to secure a number of new Instruc- 
tors for the different departments. 
Dr. W. M. Jardlne, president, went 
to Topeka to meet with the Board of 
Adtnlnlstratlon In order that the mat- 
ter may be settled at once. 

In the music department two more 
piano Instructors are needed. Profes- 
sor "Westbrook of the music depart- 
ment says that there are many more 
students taklni; music this year than 
ever before. Especially Is this true of 
the men. He explains this by the fact 
Hlhat the men greatly enjoyed the 
music of the army bands, the music 
Weminu to help rest the men after 
y^ long day. 

Two more teachers are needed for 
eherolstry. one for EngllBh, one tor 
mathematics, one for home econom- 
ics, one for botany and one for phys- 
ics. The college administration had 
prepared somewhat for the Increased 
enrollment by securing six or seven 
new instructors but even with these 
additional teachers, the classes are 
so full that good work can not be 
done. One class in Anderson Hall 
which usually has about Mty mem- 
bers, has an enrollment of eighty this 
year. However, the difficulty will he 
overcome as soon as new teachers are 
■ecured.

But It does not 
make for neigh tiorllness and right re- 
lationship for persons to seek to in- 
criminate certain Individuals whn 
have goods to sell, as being particu- 
larly greedy over and above others of 
their class. While the cost of llvinii 
is too great everywhere, it Is as low 
fii Manhattan as anyvrhere in the cen- 
tral west. While 1; Is low here, tbera 
are numerous ways in which mer 
chants and consumers might co-oper- 
ate to make It still lower. We ought 
tu be able to report, for the sake of 
our college, that living is cheaper In 
Manhattan than in any o'her college 
town of the central west. It a lot of 
the energy we expend opposing each 
crther were expended In getting to- 
gether in a co-operaltve way through 
the Chamber of Commerce to consider 
'he common welfare, we could after 
while truthfully make a report of that 
kind." 



E. 8. A. C ^tadentB Not Being •'Held

That prices to K, S. A. C. studcnrii 
have not been advanced as has be^ii 
fretjuently commented, la assured by 
Walter Burr, director of the Rurel 
Service Department of the college. He 
Is a specialist In the mat'er at rural 
trade and Is much Interested In the 
prevailing high prices, especially to 
K. S. A. C. students. 

In his travels over the state he fre- 
quently heard Manhattan people 
ijuoted as having said that "the mer- 
"rcants of Manhattan are holding the 
people ui). Uvlng in higher here than 
In the average city Its size." Mr. 
Burr says, "from my own experience 
In Manhattan for the past two years, 
during which time I did not travel as 
much as usual, I also assumed tha; we 
were being held up. During the last 
few months I have traveled more ex- 
tensively, t soon became ImpresneJ 
with the tact that persons from other 
cities were also saying that the mer- 
di*nta In their par:lcular city were 
holding them up beyond the merchants 
of other cities. 

"I long since made It a rule to dis- 
cover facts and face them, no matter 
what the consequences. Also I tie- 
gan to hear rumors that indicated 
that certain persons who were plan- 
ning to come to college In Manhattan 
were talking of changing their plans 
on account of the story that Man- 
hattan merchants are charging mors 
for groceries and meats than Is be- 
ing charged in other places." 

Mr. Burr says that he did not want i 
to deny the atatements or confirm 
them, without knowing the facts. He 
decided to learn the facta, and then 
give them publicity, regardless of 
whom they might help or hurt, A 
epeeiallst in home economics made 
^ nut for him a standard list of the gro- | 
ceries and meats used In the aver- 
age household, according to grades. I 
•lies of packages, weights, etc Blanks 
were left for the writing in o( the 
prices charged by retail merchants, 
These lists were sent to thirty-two 
cities In Kansas and adjoining states. , 
Replies were received from fourteen i 
cities, as follows: Manhattan, Sa- . 
tins, Hays. Marlon, Atchison, Dodge 
City. Ooodland, Hutchinson, and Mc- ' 
Fherson, Kans.; Stillwater, Okla. I 
Beatrice, Xebr., Red Oak. la, and 
Clarlnda, la., and Columbia. Mlssoutf, 

Tn order that mercantile interpHts 
might not be able to falsify the re- 
ports, the requests for securing prices 
were sent to the Directors of Summer 
Schools In college towns, and to the 
superintendents of city Bchool« in 
other places.

A booklet called 
"Information for Students" has been 
published by the committee and the 
rullngR for the year are set forth 
here. 

die Vaiire a Week 

There was some contention the lat- 
ter part of last year to the effect that 
students he allowed to attend two 
dancee a week, one on Friday and one 
on Saturday but the committee ruled 
that only one colleKe dance should 
be given each week. It will be held 
every Saturday evening at Harrison's 
Hall in AKgieTlIla. 

It had been suggested that the new 
room In Anderson Hall be used tor 
the college dances but the committee 
objected to this. The room is for 
the use of alt students and faculty, 
open for recreation, rest and nearly 
anything else that the students with 
to do. But it was decided that the 
room should not be used for the col- 
lege dances. 

3io Ont ot Town FnneUoni 

The committee ruled that students 
should attend no out of town func- 
tions. It also decided that college 
women may receive gentlemen visi- 
tors only on Friday and Saturday. 

An all-college mixer was planned 
by the committee. It will be held on 
Friday, September 19. 

The booklet, "Information for Stu- 
dents," tells in detail the rulings that 
will be effective thruout the school 
year. It says: 

"1. Social conduct should be based 
on respect for one's best self and the 
determination to make that best sell 
preTall. 

"2. Social conduct should be de- 
termined by belief In and respect for 
the best In others. 

"3. Social conduct can be solved 
only when men and women think and 
act In full recognition of exletlng so- 
cial organizations, 

"A social code and a social progratt. 
are recognized as essential In the in- 
terpretation o ftbese principles. The 
code Is made up ot conventions by 
which we carry on social intecourse. 
The program provides avenues for so- 
cial pleasures. Both code and pro- 
gram are human Institutions and- must 
undergo constant revision and change; 
but the principles underlying thero 
and not the Impatience ot impulse 
should be the guide. Anyone who Ig- 
nores the established code or suttstl- 
tutes for the accepted social program, 
forms of companionship or recreation 
not sanctioned, should do so only in 
full appreciation of the responstbitlty 
he owes to society at large and to his 
college. No student with college 
spirit worthy of the name Ignores this 
established code. 

"For your Information, a statement 
of the standards for, and regulations 
governing the conduct of students ot 
the K S. A. C. follows: 

"Students who are not residents of 
Manhattan are expected to live In 
rooming houses that have been In- 
spected and approved by the college 
administration. All changes ot resi- 



dence daring a semester shall be re- 
ported to the Reflstrar. 

"Social lunctiona, including partlaa, 
dances, picnics, hikes, smokers, etc., 
given by or participated In by stu- 
dents, shall be limited to Friday and 
Saturday and the Bight of or preced- 
ing any college holiday. (Exception: 
Greater privilege Is granted during 
the first week ot the semester.) Ar- 
rangements tor auch functions, when 
given by students, must be made and 
reported to the Committee on Student 
Affairs for approval not later than 4S 
hours before the time set for the func- 
tion. 

"Social functions shall close not 
later than 12 o'clock p. m. except one 
event each year tor each organisation, 
the closing time of which shall be 
ilxed by the Committee on Student 
Affairs. 

"Men callers may not be entertained 
at the women's rooming houses ex- 
cept on Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
between the hours ot 3 and 10:30 
p. m. 

"Students' social organlEattons may 
entertain dinner guests on Sunday 
when the bouse mother Is present or 
when other appoved chaperon has 
been provided. 

"Mid-week programs, which have 
the approval of the college adminis- 
tration may be attended l»y the stu- 
dents. 

"Students may not attend public 
dances or dance In any public cate. 

"Each organliation must submit 
each semester to the Committee on 
Student Affairs a list of Its members 
and officers and a statment of Its 
purpose. 

"Students may not be pledged tj 
'he membership of any social organ- 
isation who have not been resident 
students for one weelc, and who do 
not have credits tor fourteen units of 
high echool work. Students may not 
bp Inintiated into membeship of any 
social organliatlon who have not been 
resident students tor one semester, 
and have passed of their assignment 
Of work at least 75 per cent for the 
semester with a minimum ot 12 se- 
mester credit hours. 

"Social organizations may Jtaot 
pledge or Initate students to member- 
ship unril the committee on Student 
Affairs has certified their ellgibllty. 

"Social organizations may not per- 
mit any one who la not a pledge or 
a^i active member of their organiza- 
tion to room and board in their bome, 
except under . the written consent ot 
.hp Committee on Student Aftalrn. 
rf nien'g p'lciRl iriH 



ittons may not receive women call- 
en at their homes, ezcejrt tor the 
approved social functions, and never 
without the presence of a chaperoa. 
This regulation does not apply to 
mothers and sisters of members of 
theae organizations."

v. C. A., Prance, June 20, 191S.— My 
dear Mlsa Machlr: Allow me to be- 
tin thU letter wttli a sincere apologv 
tO\ not being able to write earlier 
than this. I have had a good mind 
t.> write and tell you all my experl- 
Irnces in France bu: writing Is a habit 
^t: which inertia is a difficult thing 
tc overcome. 

"I bad a quiet, pleasant time in 
Gtosiiog the pond aithougb I was * 
very poor sailor. There were 3 IT 
Mcretaries In the party. I was the 
cnly Chinese In the crowd. We bad 
tb« whole boat to ourselves. A some- 
what military discipline was observed 
while we were on board. The trlu 
Ah a whole was uot an exciting one 
except In the last few days. While 
the boat was approaching the Irish 
i^ater. we were warned to look out 
tr perlscopse and to have a lite belt 
or. The number ot l>oats were In- 
CTeaslDg up to sixty in the last day. 
Ci course they were escorted by des- 
troyers, seven In number It took 
ilrteen days to take a trip from New 
York to Liverpool via Quebec, Can- 

"We arrived at London On the sev- 
enteenth of September. At once one 
ct'Ulij realise that the nation was at 
war. At nlgbt the dark streets were 
full Of wandering loldlers and float- 
luf parasites. Many new tines ot 
business as a by-product ot the war 
were opened up. Saloons, restaur- 
arts, theaters, and tea bouses were 
the most popular places. The store 
keepers were women and dis- 
abled men. It was an unusual thing 
Vtc find a wholesome young man in 
'%EUIness. Their slowness In execu- 
tion ot transactions at once told A^ 
that they had been ted up with the 
tcirlble war. 

"In London the food stuff was not 
scarce by any means. Only the ab- 
normal prices made the public feel 
tliat way. Eight shillings (|£) for a 
ptund of ordinary grapes! In tact 
ail the eatables on market sold pro- 
pcrtionally at that rate. We can 
aaslly see what this high cost of 
living would mean to the working 
elfcsi which earns an honest living 
hy sweat and toll. The English are 
certainly born tiuslness men. But In 
tHa war they have bean confronted 
with economic problems which are 
«ery much complicated In nature. 
Had they not been stiffened by the 
Americsn dollar her present victory 
would not be ao certain. 

"My Urst station in France was 
B^'Ulagne, a channel port. There 
T-ere Rve thousand Chinese laborers 
with the British. They are confined 
In a barb wired camp and are kept 
under mlllUry dUcipllae except that 
there la no drilling. The average 
working hours are ten daily and sev- 
en days to the week. Since Boulagno 
r an important supply base, their 
work consist! ot loading and unload- 
ing at the dock. Our work among 
the Chinese there is not very differ- 
«at In character from that of any 
American T. hut. Ot course eomi 
•peelflc altemtloDs have to be made 



it. order to inlt them the but. In 
the British area the Y. huts are the 
only Institutions where the men cai 
b« accommodated. 

"Now I am here with the Inten- 
tion ot seeing a little more of th* 
world. It is a devasuted ar«a. It is 
said that the Oermans were only ons 
n^Ue away (at Brevilte). All thf 
buildings in this Tillage were 
encashed ft not uestroyed by shell 
Pre. It Is certainly a pathetic scent 
t.'. see the French civilians buildini 
v^eds here and there among ruins. 
Everybody is working hard tor a 
mere exlstance. The general condi- 
tions at present almost resemble 
those of the early pllgrlma in the 
New World. 

"Although it is a devastated area 
tl'.e country Itself ;<t a very pretty Jne 
The people are all rural. Wheat 
t:krmlng and dair>-ing are the most 
popular occupations. France is ta- 
iTious tor her delicious butter. Ri- 
vifre Is one of the places which is 
rpfponsible for that product. The 
farming system is typically Intensive. 
The average farm is under two acres. 
One may occasionally see an olj 
fashioned threshing machine pro- 
pilled by horses as a supply ot power 
I'ut the use ot modern machinery la 
TPry much limited. The »-lI Is ve*- 
pioductive. During thli war ms » 
f.flde have been rendered uaaleas by 
sl'eti holes often ten feet In diameter. 

"There are attout Ave thousand 
Cbtnese In the area. Unlike those 
wtth the British they are scattered 
around over a wide extent of the ter- 
ritory. The French authority does 
not impose upon them as much a* ono 
third of the military discipline of the 
British, but they pay them a daily 
wage six times as high. The French 
carelessly use a Lalsset Fair sys- 
tem, the British cunningly introduced 
a Colonial method in control of the 
respective laborers. The laborern 
I-ave been in France three years. 
They all are homeslclc. One laborer 
tcld me earnestly that he would pre- 
tt) to give up three yean wages if 
bt could go home at once. This feel- 
ing Is general. It is more intense 
titnong the Chinese with the British. 

"Our work here among the Chinesi 
with the French is somewhat differ- 
ent from that with the Brltieb. The 
laborers with the Franch are only 
rpquired to do a certain amount of 
work dally, generally fill lug trench. 
They can come home, or do what not 
In the Ph^nch villages as soon as 
their assigned work is done. This 
I.alesec Falre system with the Chin- 
ese has imposed upon us many com- 
plicated problems which are almost 
unknown among the Chinese with the 
llritish. Furthermore, the French 
v'fre very careless in recruiting the 
laborers in China The British had 
the first chance to get an boneitt 
grrnp of farmers and the French took 
what It came to, or what was reject- 
vA by the British. I wleta to make my 
last statement clear. Not all the 
Chinese with the French are regular 
Junks In China. Many are quite In- 
telligent, bright and skillful. To my 
Borprlse the Illiteracy among tha 
Chinese with the French Is very low 
in comparison wltb the British. The 
BSd thing is this, that the appearance 
01 Lbe whole company is spoiled by 
the presence ot a few block sheep 
amidst the laborers. The French are 
very particular In dealing with those 
tad ones. A little bribery can cover 
Risny evil doings which may come 
from time to time, 

"Sometimes It is very hard for us 
1 1 approach the laborers. We have 
to explain to them the nature and 
purpose Of the Y. M. C. A. work for 
msny really don't know. But eo tar 
our work is quite encouraging. Now 
cur work is somewhat held up by lack 
ot proper transportation. Sometimes 
Vfi^ have to walk many miles In order 
to give a Chinese a lecture, and *"

are obliged to walk back at one or 
two o'clock In the morning. We Just 
got word from Paris headquarters 
si'Ving that a Jitney is coming to this 
aua at our disposal. It it Is so, our 
v,ork will be greatly tacllIUted. 

"I expect to come back to the 
States this coming August and I sbali 
bt.> very glad to see you again. I shall 
c Ltlnue my studies in K. S. A. C. tor 
a year or so before I go back to 
China. 

"Enclosed please tlnd ■ copy ot the 
weekly Y. paper for the Chinese In 
France. It Is beautifully written. 1 
wish you to keep it for a souvenir. 
Bist wishes to you. Yours respect- 
fully. Phillip H. Young."

Arrived In Pent, Allen left tbe main 
party at Huannco and It waa from 
tbis point that be began a aeries ot 
letters to friends at tha collsge wbleb 
were costlQued throughout hla tra- 
vels through the South American 
cnun'ry. 

Mr. Allen, according to bla letter, 
experienced great difficulty In aecur- 
ing a dependable steed and hla pro- 
gress was conalderably hampered hy 
the collapse of his horses. Sleeping 
on the ground without shelter and 
ID the rain were common occurrence* 
during tbe trip. 

The following Is an excerpt from 
a most Interesting latter received 
from Hr. Allen, describing the beau- 
ty of the country and Hvlhg in gen- 
era] an Idea of the dlftlcultiei under 
which such an expedition Is made. 
Travel 01 Horse umi Mil« 
"From Cerro de Pasco to this poUU 
ix about SO miles. One must travel 
iiy borse or mule. As soon aa yon 
leave Cerro de Paaco Lb* road paases 
abruptly Into a little valley. In tbla 
little valley you paaa through a 
aerie a of apringa. Theae springs 
soon accumulate into a little brook 
and the road to Huanuoo followa lt« 
growth Into a river and follows the 
river until the present location. Near 
here It Is more than bait the alia ot 
A stream as large aa the Kaw, near 
Manhattan. 

'Tbls is precipitous country and 
t^e road Is much addicted to tollow- 
li.g the tace of the mountain, over- 
looking Ibe constant series of rap- 
lUt below. It Is a land of perpetual 
Spring — ot cactus, and ot cabulla, 
bordered roads, of clumps ot eucalyp- 
tus, most picturesquely grouped at 
odd comers of the haciendas. It is 
a land filled with the sound of run- 
ning water. Tbe first night I was 
out on the Journey that lad me over 
this country, I arrived at my hotel 
very late, and the winding road, the 
ftijadowB and lights of (he valley, the 
^hlte cascades below made an ex- 
ttemely picturesque plotara. 

'At Huanuco tbe valley widens to 
a mile or more In extent. Through 
lirlgation it Is wonderfully produc- 
tive of cotton, sugar cane, lemons, 
oranges, bananas, etc. It li the coun- 
try ot large haciendas. The road 
ht-re follows the valley between high 
adobe walls over which one gets an 
crcaslonal gllmpso," 

All Aboat P«r« 
In another letter, Mr. Allen iaya 
that the natives ot Peru regard the 
L'nited States at the aavlor of the 
world. In that they entered the world 
conflict and beiped tba AlUaa aave 
the world from German domination. 
He eays that tbe average native 
knows but little of the geography ot 
t',« own Immediate country, compara- 
tively, less of the world. They know 
of New York and Waahlngton but 
nave not heard of Manhattan, Kan., 
according to Mr. Allen. He further 
jcys that If he had found any native 
o; Peru who had known ot Manbal- 
(an be would have conaldered blm or 
a very high type. 

Peru knows nothing ot appls dump- 
lings, Mr. Allen declares and In one 
o* bla communlcatlona In which he 
tells ot his longing tor "one good 
days' grub at the College Club" he 
ataerta that tbe nation that ia so be- 
Sunday motning to tranaact bnainait 
nigh ted as to not know of apptt 
dumplings should not be allowed to 
exist. 

One of the tuccesafut lines ot re- 
starch was worked out at the haci- 
enda Of Dr. Durand, a big cocaine 
planter ot Peru. Mr. Allen sayt that 
when he located bis laboratory there 
all the workmen, petty otflcers, lieu- 
tenants, Gooki and tbe auptrlnten- 
dent, himself busied themselves la 
the search for parasites, to tbe ex- 
tent that there were more paratltet 
than there were blrda. E>ven an 
eleven-months' old child became in- 
terested and brought an ottering tor 
his assistance. 

Aa Mr. Allen traveled on through 
the country he arrlT«d at hit dea- 
tiTiatlon ]nst tn time tor tbe beglnnin 
of the rainy season, aaj he tayt that 
Pern it tbe finest place In the world 
to study tbe life history ot the rain 
cloud, from wltbin, above and below. 
Much ot tha traveling wu thtonCh 
almost Impassable moontaln growths 
and the use ot the machete, a large 
sralplng knife, waa a grant help. Mr. 



Allen waa In close contact with tbe 
na.ivtt throughout all of his travel t 
k3d tells some amuaing incidents of 
hta cOBveraatlona with than. Me tayt 
that they have good food but that 
I hey do not know how to prepare It 
properly and beltevea that tbe Ameri- 
can missionaries would iM doing a 
good service It a part ot their time 
were to be apent In teaching tbe na- 
tive women the simple arts of cook- 
in ( food to that it Uates as It ia 
meant to taaie. 

"One ot tbe hlgbeat hopes I had 
in coming dowa here has been re- 
alised," writes Hr. Allen. "I have 
dined npon peccary. Now I can die, 
content with having tulfllled an am- 
bition entertained from boyhood. For 
did not Alexander Selkirk, Robinson 
Crntoe, Captain Cook and other 
celebrities subsist at times upon the 
Jntcy and well-favored meat of pec- 
cary T' 

In GOnclualon Mr. Allen sayt that 
everything la ripe for the American 
enterprises to enter Pertt# America 
li the most popular of nallona with 
U.n Peruvians, he says. Many ot them 
are trying to pick up Bngllata and 
no fewer than tour men with whom 
h<! came in contact are planning to 
come to the United States as soon ai 
they can. 

Mr. Allen is lieck Li tbe States now 
and the records of tbe material which 
h" aecured during hie searching i> 
being presented to the public from 
time to time and Is attracting con- 
■l^erable attention.

There are many Aggie studenta 
taking courses offered by the College 
who are miles away tram thetr In- 
structors. Sixty-Blx of Ibe couriiea 
Offered by the home study service ot 
the Extension Division are credK 
courses ot either high school or col- 
lege rank. Studenta who for various 
reasons are unable to attend school 
here this year and those who wish to 
make advance credits are enroling in 
tbe courses offered by the Home 
Study Service. Last year there were 
450 enrollments tor these credit 
courses alone. 

A still wider field is open and 
growing with healthy bounds in the 
way ot vocational courses and read- 
ing courses. The enrolment In tht 
Tocatlonal courses for the past yeai 
Tvaa 273 and the reading course les- 
sons totaled 3,720. 

A new tea lure which is perhaps 
one of the most Important growths ot 
the department Is a series of [ollow- 
■ up club lessons. These lessons are 
st^nt out 10 tbe Boy's and Qirl's Cluba 
of tbe state giving additional help 
and BummarSzing the work they have 
done. These were sent to eight dif- 
ferent kinds ol Boys' and Girls' Clubs 
and 10 these various clubs about 45,- 
4 00 lessons have been sent tbls sea- 
Son. 

The credit courses lead In tbe num- 
her ot lesson papers read In the de- 
parlmeut last year with a toUl of 
8,4S3. The vocational courses second 
with 1,590. In the reading courses 
while only 509 papers were read, this 
represents a great deal ot work on 
tb9 part of the students, becaus'? 
moat of tbe lessons papers were class 
reports representing 10 to 30 pupils. 
Tbe tollow-up courses had the leaat 
fiumber ot papers but were probably 
Tfad by thousands ot young Aggies 
because these papers were sent to 
clubs to be read by all members with 
but one member making the final re- 
port.

"I find that the club work of the 
Boys' and atrls* club workers and the 
quality of their exhibits this year Is 
tar superior to that of last year." 
says Mr. Prehn. One member in par- 
ticular won regular and special prlies 
aggregating |40 with two single birds 
ot Whit« Rocks. 

"I find It very encouraging to note 
the spirit ot progress among the 
young people. Quite a number exhib- 
ited at the fairs last year hut on ac- 
count or the poor quality ot their 
stock they received no prlies. This 
year they came back strong and won 
premiums all the way from fourths 
and fifths to firsts. There were 6S 
birds exhibited at Topeka, and 48 at 
Hutchinson. These eihlbits repre- 
sented all ot the popular varieties of 
poultry and were sent by members 
of 30 clubs in six counties of the state. 
Arrangements have been made with 
ihe Kansas State Poultry Breeders 
association whereby the members of 
the clubs will be permitted to ex- 
hibit At the stale poultry show to 
be held ai Wichita next January. 

"At both fairs Irecelved requests 
from bo;h parents and children that 
cluba be started In their communi- 
ties. Club work will aiart in .Novem- 
ber this year.

Animal HuNbandry Depart nent Is Pre- 
liaring for Eihlblt 

That it is possible for the beet type 
ot shorthorn to be a heavy milk pro- 
ducer will be demonstrated by the 
animal husbandry department at one 
o; the largest shorthorn shows in this 
part ot the country. It will be held 
at the W. R. Nelson farm, near Kan- 
sas City, October 1 to 4. 

This show is Lbe first strictly short- 
horn show in tbe United States and 
tLe best herds throughout tbe coun- 
try win be shown. One of the most in- 
teresting features will be an exhibit of 
the heavy mlttcing, thick Ileshed 
shorthorn cattle, from an experiment 
now being conducted by the animal 
husbandry department. 

"The chief purpose of this experi- 
ment Is to show that it is possible lor 
the beef type shorthorn to be a lieavy 
milk producer," says Dr. C. W. Mc- 
Campbell, bead of the animal huk 
bandry department. "The cows in 
this experiment are giving from I.OUO 
to 1,500 pounds of milk a year and 
tt-eir calves are winning prizes at 
the International Live Stock showi 
each year."

"Newspaper men have done Ibelr 
part In saving Kansas' soul." aald Mr 
McCullougb, "by tbeir campaigns for 
rrohibltlon, woman suffrage and other 
reforms, now they must help KanaaB 
save her soil, for tf she loses that she 
wilt lose her soul as well." 

Mr. HcCulloiigh believes strongly In 
tbe field ot Industrial Joumallam. 
"There is a fl'*ld In agricultural Jour- 
null sm, broad beyond description." 
said Mr. McCullougb. "The JournalUt 
can not better aerva hU country than 
liy learning what to say and bow it 
ehould be said concerning questions 
of Industrial life." 

Mr. McCulloitgh praised the advance 
niwBpapers bad made along the IlneB 
of advertliing and politics. In regar'i 
to diction he thinkB that the news 
sheets of thlriy years ago surpaaaed 
in their language tbe slipshod diction 
of today. Mr. McCullougb la optimis- 
tic in regard to tbe Increafling number 
ot politically Independent newspapers. 
"Politics is Important, but not of su- 
I'reme Importance," be said, "To:i 
many newsi>aper men believe that In 
order to be patriotic they must be 
partlaan. A newspaper must serve a1! 
the people, not those Of one political 
party."

ir«w Form ol Dancing 
Thla lorm of dancing U entirely 
new and Is taught In only tour other 
unWersltlee In the United States. The 
purpose ol the course Is not to teach 
dances but to teach dancing. It Is 
ft training ol the muscles in order to 
•nable one to relax or contract them 
at will. 

The clasBes when assembled in the 
gym. resemble a pretty picture. Each 
girl 1b dressed In a loose short cos- 
tume ot a color of her own choosing. 
The costumes are made with long 
lines giving a Grecian effect. The 
girls dance In their stocking feet or 
bare-foot It they choose. However 
barefoot dancing is not taught in the 
course. If the girls wear hose, the 
•tocklngs must match In color with 
tbe costume. 

Interpretative Work 
When the class is In session the 
gym is perfectly quiet and classical 
music Is played on the Vlctrola. The 
muscle eserclses are then worked out 
to the time ol the mnalc. 

Soon the girls will begin on the In- 
tepretatlve work proper. The pieces 
ot music played will be Interpreted 
by movement. Each girl will express 
by motion the meaning of the music 
as she herself Interprets It. The 
music Is hardly ever Interpreted 
twice In tlie lame way. 

Beside the training ot the musclaa, 
the course will give to the girls a 
greater appreciation of the meaning 
ot music. It win also give self assur- 
ftnce and poise, which can never be 
lost after once obtained. Wherever 
the course has been taught ft has 
been a success. Those taking the 
work here are enthusiastic over It. 
Its success Is due to the btct that tt 
Is a means of sett expression. It is 
a means ot interpreting the beauty 
of music by motion. 

KyNteni Three Years Old 
The system which is only three 
years old was worked out by Hlii 
Uargaret H'Doubler of the Unlveralty 
of Wisconsin. A few years ago Uias 
H'Doubler went to New Tork City to 
study dancing. She was so dlsaatlt- 
jled with the type of work taught 
that she decided to work out a sye 
tem of her own and Interpretative 
dancing was the result.

Ninety-seven dlicharged soldiers 
nrt enroled In the college this year 
nnder the provisions of the act for vo- 
cational training tor dlecharged sol- 
diers. 

These men have all been purtiaily 
disabled while in the service of the 
United States, either while In Prance 
or In (he States. The seriousness ot 
these wounds vary troni a lost arm 
«r leg to internal Inlurles and all- 
mants resulUng from the effect of 
g»a. tinder the Act of Congress of 
July, ISIS, these men are allowed tSO 
a month If they are single; |11G II 
married; and fio additional tor each 
child. In addition to this, all ot their 
traveling expenses, matriculation 
faas. books, and incidentals even to a 
lead pencil, are paid. The board 
pars the college tbe game matricula- 
tion fees and laboratory fee that any 
other student would pay. 

These men are enroled In nearly 
all ot the departments of the college. 
Acrltutture is the popular branch 
wttta these men as they want an occu- 
^tion which will take them out In 
tba air. Fifty-one men are enroled In 
the school of agriculture, taking ua- 
dsrgraduate work. 01 these about ten 
bnve not yet passed the grades. A 
spaclal class Is being organised for 
these men fo that they can get their 
yroper training. The enthusiasm 
Shown by these men In trying to get 
an elementary education speaks moat 
highly tor them and they should b« 
•ncouraged Id every way possible. 

■leven of the men are enroled In 
Ilia division of agriculture. Thea« 
men are classed trom freshmen up to 
Jnniors. The engineering division has 
28 of these men enroled in their reg- 
ular course In engineering.

A practical program for a better 
balanced agriculture tor Kansas was 
outlined at the wheat show at Wich- 
ita last Wednesday by Prea, W. H. 
Jardlne. 

A survey of Kansas farmlns for the 
last ten years was made by President 
lardlne. He pointed out the changes 
hat have taken place In tbe acreage 
planted to various crops and the lea- 
sons tbat these facts and tbe retulta 
of other Investigations held for the 
Immediate future. 

The points ot the program outlined 
by President Jardlne for the Kansas 
farmers was to raise leas wheat, dou- 
ble the sorghum acreage, double the 
alfalfa acreage, grow twice as much 
Sudan grass and other pastures, not 
Increase too greatly the acreage of 
corn, distribute farm operations 
through the year, and keep up the 
soil fertility. 

President Jardtne's discussion was 
followed by P. D. Farrell. dean of ag- 
riculture, U E. Call, professor of 
agronomy; C. W .McCampbell, pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry: and J. 
B. Pitch, protesHor of dairy husband- 
ry.

October 1, Id 
the school year 19ie-1917, the leat 
normal year, there ware 329 candi- 
dates tor degrees In engineering. 
Then October 1, 1919 la the record 
breaker with G20 candidates for de- 
ITMt in engineering. 

Two hundred and seventy stndenta 
are enroled In farm motors, tarm 
tractors, and other rural engineering 
subjects. 

In the shops there are more than 
200 other students who are not eng- 
ineers, who are taking manual train- 
ing or vocational work. 

TTic engineering division has been 
advertised very little until recently. 
The Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege Is a standard engineering 
school. The publicity ot the engineer- 
ing work does not coma mainly trom 
the college, but trom the alumni and 
former students who pursued the en- 
glnMring courses while In this col- 
lege. 

For the past ten years the college 
has had many more calls for engi- 
neers than It could supply. 

The war has brought to the atten- 
tion ot the young men, the advantages 
poseseed by one who has bad a def- 
inite mathematical and sclentlflG 
training. 

Along with the large increase in 
enrolment the engineering dlviston is 
receiving a large addition to the prea- 
•nt engineering building which w'll 
better enable tbem to handle the in- 
creased enrolment

The manhood and womanhood of 
Great Britlan has been sacriticed for 
the past century in piling up wealth, 
declared the Hon. A. P. Whyte, mem- 
t>er ot English parliament and editor 
of The New Europe magailne. In an 
address on the "Relation ot Labor to 
the Community in General," before 
(he student assembly Tuesday morn- 
ing, October 7. 

"Great Britlan was the first coiu- 
try In the world to embark upon aa 
industrial career," said Mr. Whyie, 
'and in beginning this industlal ac- 
Ivity a great many mistakes were 
made. We are suffering tor these 
mistakes today. 

"The physical fitness ot the country 
Iti not as good as it should be aa was 
found out at the beginning of the 
war. The country has set out to cor- 
rect this deficiency and out ot this 
endeavor to correct the condition of 
the working claaaes the labor party 
has sprung, 

?iew Infinx into Indittry 
"The process of turning industry to 
war work brougtjt up many new rela- 
tions be ween labor and capital. Dur- 
ing the war many workmen were tak- 
en from Industries to the army and 
there had to be a new influx of both 
men and women into industry, a re- 
sult of this was that the old rules of 
apprenticeship before a man could 
t>ecome a member ot a labor union 
were overthrown. Skilled labor waii 
diluted by the new workmen and the 
unions resented this action. 

"Bui the government insisted and 
(he untona ottered to compromise if 
the old workmen, when they returned 
from the army, ould take up former 
positions. 

"The higher wages brought on by 
the war creaed among the workmen 
Ihe Idea that the wealth of the gov- 
ernment was unlimited. They did noi 
take Into consideration the tact that 
he government was living on bor- 
r:wod mftney as were nearly all the 
nation!! engaged In war. 

Hlight Revolntlonary Spirit 
"Some sections of the labor party 
believed that the present social etatua 
must be overthrown and a new form 
uf society formed. The ptipularlty of 
the Russian revolution tended to 
create a revolutionary spirit In some 
.'ections of Great Britlan. 

"In the last election of the country 
,he labor party fel: that the repre- 
sentatives to parliament would not 
rive the labor question a fair deal 
liter peace haa been signed. So the 
party thought they could force the 
g vernment to adopt Its policies by 
creating strikes. The threatened gen- 
eral strike, unless the government 
nhould take over the railways and 
mines, withdraw the English soldiers 
from Russia, and do away with tbe 
compulsory military service brought 
Oriat Britlan to some hing near a 
revolution. 

VIctur) of I'oblie .Vlnd 
■The victory of the government 
over labor was not really a victory 
ot the government but of the public 
mind. The public saw tbe mlatakee 
of the Husaian revolution and with 
this object lesson before them decided 
that the Russian form of revolution 
was not the thing to bring abont ad- 
justment. 
"The public saw the results of tlie 



police atrlkea and Ihe race rlota of 
the country and as a result haa prac- 
tically driven the Idea of revolutioa 
out of tbe minds of labor. 

Jle Ita«altc Prifelet 

"I do not believe that the labor 
party will have much popularity tor 
some years to come, because It bas 
no detailed policies to pursue. Until 
labor makes its policies nwrc concise 
It will not win the confidence of the 
ptibllc. It haa no outstanding perton- 
alltiea to give it aatioBai vigor. 

"I do believe, however, that the 
liberal party, which has been apllt 
since the outbreak of tbe war, and 
the labor party will Join forces and 
under the leaderahip of Lloyd Oeorge 
will march to power.

Worked In France 

"CoDilderable mtsunderstandg has 
been brought about concern! og Uiu 
Y. M. C. A. and tta work In France. 
The organitatloa has constaatiy been 
ccmpared to the Red Cross and the 
Balvatlon Army without conslderlnt 
the great difference in the worit of 
Ute organlsatloDB. 

"The y, M C. A. ts primarily <k 
peace time organisation and was 
called upon over night to St itseli 
tor work with the army. Wherever 
the soldier went the Y. M. C. A. fol- 
lowed. 

SalraUen Army aad Y. H. 

"The Salvation Army was an or- 
ganization that worked with the sol- 
dier only on the fighting line. The 
Bed Cross Is a body of long standing 
It is organized for war work. Its 
officers Are permanent and in peace 
times It has li^ld plans for actios dur- 
ing war. 

"The Y. M. C. A. suffered from too 
cloae association with the army ma- 
chine and was too dependent upon 
h. I am intensely interested in the 
T. H. C. A. in college. If the orgao- 
liatlon is sincere and Its work Is 
right I cannot feel that we will al- 
low any blttemeis that has been 
created stand in the way of our whole 
hearted support." 

Doctor Uolti Spoke 

Dr. A, A. Holts, secretary ot the 
V. M. C. A. at K S A. C. spoke of 
tbe work ot the organisation in col- 
Ifge. 

"We are meeting a local situation 
and running our own show," he said. 
"We are not responilble to, or di- 
rected by any other persons of the 
y. M. C. A. 

"The work of Uie T. M. C. A. here 
ill being planned to meet the needs 
of the college community, to develoo 
loyalty to K. S. A. C. and Christian 
manhood. The Y. M, C. A. Is rou- 
organiza'lon. I am only an advisor 
brouKht here to help. One ot the 
greatest opportunities ot college life 
la the chance to meet persons. The 
T. M. C. A. Is your chance to team 
to meet and lead men." 

MtsH Dean for T. W. C. A. 

Miss Irene Dean, secretary ot the 
Y. W. C, A., told what that organiza- 
tion was standing for and striving to 
accomplish. 

"The Y. W. C. A. is striving to sup- 
ply the needs ot the present time," 
she said. "The Y, W. C. A. grew out 
o' an organlzatloa of womjn In Eng- 
land which helped the women of tha* 
country. The first orga.itzation of tb" 
y. W. C A. In America appeared soon 
after. It Is organized In 34 different 
countries, 

"The flrs: student organisation ot 
the Y. W. C. A. began In the middle 
west. We are striving to help every 
new girl In college to And adjustment. 
The organization stands for a blxh 
standard of womanhood as an In- 
dividuol and In tlie group. The pres- 
ent time demands a high type of wo- 
manhood. 

"We try to aid the college In everv 
way possible to make tor a better In- 
stitution, During the campaign for 
membership It any girl Is overlooked 
we wan' her to feel tree and at lib- 
erty to call at' the Y W. C. A. office 
In the domestic science hall and ask 
UH ber questions,"

"This shows that dry ground barley 
Is apparently most efficient as to un 
Itormity of gain," says H. B Win- 
chester. asslMtant prfessor of animal 
husbandry, who is conducting the ex 
perlment.

Holton, head of the department of 
education, received from the French 
Republic, the Croix de Ouerre for 
distinguished service In the work of 
rehabilitation and re-education amcng 
(he French and American soldiers In 
France. For six weeks Dean Holton 
worked among the French soldiers at 
the front, while for many months he 
worked among the American soldiers 
wherever there were hospital centers 
for wounded men. While In France 
Dean Holton held the commission of 
Major. 

Major Holton was special agent for 
the Federal Board of Vocational Ed 
ucatlon. As agent for the Federal 
Board he had charge of all this work 
that was done In France for the 
American doughboy. He worked In 
conjunction w^th the American Red 
Cross, from Ihem chose his person 
nel for his work In the hospitals 
among the soldiers, and had his of 
flee in the general headquarters build- 
ing of the Red Cross In Paris. 

On November 30, 1918 Major Uol 
ton, who was then in Paris received 
notification that he had been appoint- 
ed representative of the United States 
on the "Inter-Aliled Committee for 
the Re-Education of War Cripples". 
The following letter is ample evid- 
ence <5t the esteem In which Dean Hol- 
tor Is held by the French as r> result 
of the work that be did wh;;e in 
France, 

"I cannot let Major E. L. Holton 
return to the United State!) without 
taking oceaaio,! to express our high 
appreciation of the excellent work 
which he and his associates hJvc done 
in connection with vocational train- 
ing. 

"Out of something over 200,000 caa- 
ulties, Major Holton and the board 
which he represents tabulated some 
13r>,000,and have brought cheer a-,id 
Riven a. new aim in life to many 
(houiiands of our raalmed boys. 

"The work which Major Holton and 
his associates have done has been 
most effective in every way, and 1 
want to teli you how much we all 
upprcclate it. Yours very truly, — Lt. 
Colonel Geo. 11. Burr, Commiasloner 
for France."

"Learn to think broadly but don't be- 
come a book worm or a grind. Learn 
ycur library. Follow the thoughts of 
the great thlnkera of the world. Think 
hard and get to the bottom. Think 
for yourself. You can do for your 
mind what you can do tor your mus-

[.cultry extension specialist In tbe 
cnllege. who has Just returned from 
doing culling work In Montgomery, 
Greenwood, and Lyon counties. 

"We find that the average flock in 
Kansas Includes from 30 to Z^ per 
cent of clackers or boarder taensi 
that Is, hens which do not produce 
enough to pay tor their feed. People 
are realising this to such an extent 
that they are calling for help in this 



tine. The number of catt* coming in 
U so great that It Is beyond the abil- 
ity of tbe speclaHsts to handle them. 
"Large numbers of tbe county 
agents and other county workers are 
tDking advantage of every opportunity 
to train themaeives for this work bo 
that they in turn can put on demon- 
strations in culling flocks of bene In 
their own counties. A number ot the 
(^ounty agents took special work la 
culling while at tbe county agents' 
conference at the college."

This was the 
statement reiterated by President 
Jbrdiue at a mass meeting of students 
In the college auditorium Friday af- 
ternoon, emphasliing tbe statemen' 
made by liim to this effect on a siml- 
Int' cession a year ago. 

The meeting grew out of the duck- 
ing of freshman boys by upper class- 
men tor failure (o wear the freah- 
nian caps, in the [-ontuslnn attending 
which a senior was ducked. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was to decide 
what meaHure^ should be used to In- 
duce freshmen to observe ihit, college 
custom of wearing freshman caps. 

"1 desire as much as anyone to see 
the trcshnicn wear the caps." said 
President .Iirdlne. "It adds to school 
spirit. It co:idiices to pep. It ap- 
peals (o me as a feature of college 
life that studen'H In laler life will 
look back up'n with a good deal ot 
satisfaction. 

'All of the older educational Insti- 
tutions of the east have customs and 
traditions that the student body de- 
light lo continue from year to year. 
In .me Institutions tt la a tug ot "war 
and a time Is set apart for the con- 
ti at of strength. But whatever the 
irailitlon. ducking or paddling or any 
other form ot hazing as a means of 
t-nforrlng Its observance ceased lon^ 
»Ki). In some instltuti-f-ns it Is the 
custcm lo punish freshmen for failure 
to observe tbe college traditions by 
prohibiting them from participation 
In students affairs for a certain length 
of time." 

President Jardine stated that be 
had no atrihr^rlty to compel freshmen 
to wear caps, but thai be did have 
authority to expel student » for haxlng;

Experiment witJi Sheep 

In order to study the different 
■nethods of feeding corn for fatten- 
ng sbeei>, tie agronomy department

UEtF THE BED CBOSS 

For ihouBsnds of years the toU of 
the countries lying about the Med- 
lUrranean, "the cradle oi clvUlMUoB," 
hat been under Intensive cnlUvatiou. 
but In all that time little has been 
d^'Ue to enrich it. Modem methods 
are unknown; rotation of crops un- 
heard-of. As a result the land has 
become exhausted. These taota are 
hardly conceivable to Aggte agrlenl- 
tural students. 

In Greece only about a fifth ot the 
land Is suitable for cultivation, and 
much of this Is covered with a prick- 
ly bush, the phrygana, on which goats 
and in some seasons, sheep, are pao- 
tured. There are no targe farma, 
some even run as small as a hall 
acre, and the commonest methods ot 
working the land are those that were 
In use In Biblical times. Grape ani 
currant vineyards take up a large 
[proportion of the land. Preserved 
olives, eaten with bread, form one of 
the chief articles of food eaten by the 
lower classes. On an average, the 
ilfve tree yields a good crop every 
three to six years. 

Recently the American Red Cross, 
cooperating with the Greek govern- 
ment, made s survey of the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the country. Th<^ 
soil was atudled in widely separated 
localitieB, and suggestions made tor 
the development of new crops and 
cropping methods. Plans tor schools 
ot agriculture along lines suggestel 
ly the Americans are under con side r- 
a'lo3, and the whole future develop- 
ment ot farming in Greece is expected 
to rest on the findings of these ex- 
perts. The Island of Crete, which ha^ 
over a thousand square miles of till- 
able land, was also studied. 

This work, which with farming in- 
struction and the supplying ot seeds 
and agricultural machinery, has been 
part of the Red Cross program ic 
seven other countries ot Eastern Bur- 
ope, Is expected to prove of Immensi 
value in producing large quantities ot 
frod. so that these states may be mor? 
nearly self-supporting, and will never 
again suffer from famine as they have 
during the recent war.

The new addition to the enxlneer- 
tkf bnlldlntt will have a front«K« of 
UO feet facing aouth and will Join 
to the preient mechanical engineer- 
lag labora:ortei, making a total fron- 
ttfle of nearly 400 feet. The central 
part will be 120 by fla feet, having 
(lirM atorjea and a liaseraent. The 
weet wing will be 118 liy SO feel, hav- 
lar two ttorlea and a basement, and 
b«'ing lymmetrtcal with ihe present 
wing which ta ot the tame ilie. 
A Dfnamo Laboratoir 

The preient wing will houae the 
Ifiboratorlea of ateam engineering, 
ga» engineering, atrength ot material! 
hydraulics, road materials, tueh, 
refrigeration, heating and veatll» 
tlrn. The offlcere of the depart- 
menta ot applied mechanlcn, machine 
dttign, and ateam and gas engineer- 
ing will he located In the preaent 
wing. 

The baiement of the new addition 
will bouse the eleclrlc'al laDOratiintta 
Including a dynamo laboratory, elec- 
trical measuring Instrumenta, Ilium- 
luatlon, telephony, and electrical re- 
pairs. A part of the liaiemeni will 
ba deTOted to atudenti' locker rooms, 
waah rooma, and for the housing ot 
civil rnglneerlng Instruments. On 
th( Brat or main floor of the new ad- 
dition will be located the ofMcei ot 
tho dean ot the division of engineer- 



ing who la alao director of the aa- 
gloMring experiment station, the da- 
rar: meats of electrical engineering 
and civil engineering. Several class 
rioms also will be located In thla pan 
of the building. 

The second tloor will be devotai 
V. drafting rooms and class room» 
fni the various engineering depart- 
n.cnts, In (he space over the front 
entrance will be an engineering 
lllirary. On the third noor will be 
treated the drafting rooms, claa^ 
r:oms, and offices of the depart- 
rr.fnt if architecture. 

To hf Fircprouf Halidlng 

In the origins! plane which were 
drawn by the state architect, It was 
planned to have ao auditorium with 
a seating capacity of 500; also addi- 
tional laboratories for electrical en- 
glneerlng and for instruction In 
aulomobltes. The high cost of cos- 
Ei ruction made It necessary to etlm- 
Irate this part of the central aectlon. 

The new addition will be abso- 
lutely fireproof of steel and concrete 
(onstructioo. All of the floors will 
bi! of concrete except those used In 
offices, class rooms, and dratling 
rooms, and these will he covered with 
a wood top. The wiring will be ar- 
rbnged so that the varloua labora- 
trrles and class rooms can be use J 
for experimental work without har- 
l:tir to make complicated electrical 
connections. 

The front entrance to the central 
part will lie quite elaborate and will 
Rive a certain artistic effect to th: 
"therwlKe plain exterior. 

While this building will be of Im- 
mense value In overcoming the pres- 
ent crowded conditions it will not 
lake care of Ihe Increased enrolment 
In engineering and use will have to 
bit made of the temporary barracks 
II r, 1 11 adequate appropriations are 
ftvaiiable to complete the building, 

(•'^iture jilans contemplate the ex- 
tension of the west part to the north 
foi about 200 feet and the addition 
of a norih wing to the rear of thi; 
central section. 

The addition will be completed 
onrly in the summer in order that the 
vnrlous laboratories, drafting rooms, 
and class rooms can he used at the 
cpenlng ot the 19 SO school year.

To keep the sys- 
tem from bee^ming clogged and slug- 
gish cne aJhouId eat freely of fruits 
and vegetables, which form the bulk 
cf the food and aid In carrying waste 
hrough the alimentary tract. 

"The cblef supply of calcium, which 
in building material for the bones and 
teeth, is secured through tbe use of 
milk. If the child does not get a 
Eufflcient amount of milk in his diet 
bis growth will be stunted, and hlj 
Itnis will become soft. Most of the 
green vegetables also contain calci- 
um. Lack of Iron In the diet makes 
one ]ial« and thin. Foods which con- 
ttiiu Iron are lettuce, spinach, celery. 
nitd milk. 

"Mat should no. be eaten more 
than once dally. Too much protelti 
food causes constipation, kidney trou- 
ble and tbe formation of stones in 
the bladder. It also causes high uric 
acid in the body which deposits at 
the Joints resulting In gout. One 
should remember that tbe foods which 
contain much protein— meal, eggs, 
ani' fish — are among the misi (X- 
penslve articles of diet. 

"Carbohydrates must be Included In 
the diet to give the necessary fuel 
for the bidy. An over supply causes 
fermentation In the stomach and in- 
testines. Fats also help supply fuel. 
If one overindulges in tatty fooda, in- 
digestion Is usually tbe result. Fats. 
tifide from lieing difficult to digcs* 
retard the digestion of proteins and 
rr.rbohyilrates. Fats u.i are Included 
!n 'be e\iiinslve list iif foods. 

"The varied diet Is tbc best for all 
lipople. The diet sJtiould be balanced 
so as to Include foods from all th; 
ililfcrent classes in mtiderate amounti' 
People should train themselves to 
like a ntimher of different foods in 
each -jf these ilasses of foodstuff 
Iv order to secure variety in the 
diet."

In DeeUrlif War With fler' 
W« Friction of IidlrMul 
DKort taA Coneerted 
Effort 



Our great d fttcullty io making peac* 
is to learn how to cooperate aa a 
national unit, In the opinion ot Dr. 
Henry Suiullo, president of the Un- 
iversity of WasblQ^toD, wbo a poke 
Iwfore the student assembly Wednes- 
day morning. 

"Our task of Americanization la the 
task o( putting into the hearts o( men 
and women democratic Ideals," said 
Dr. Suszallo. "The easentlal feature 
of a demoracy is that we must have 
the Btrengtb to execute our ideals. 

"There are two kinds of strength 
ill a democracy — the atrengtli ot free- 
dom, which gives ua independence and 
opinions, and the strength ot men 
working as a team with the'r arms 
about each other. 

"Our struggle in declaring war was 
« struggle ot thlB Individual strength 
against team work. In Germany men 
were held down by social caste sys' 
tem so they migbt be easily handled. 
Germany acted as a unit In declaring 
war, but France, England, and the 
Un ted States were weak In cooper- 
atiOQ in declaring war. 

"The war was won because we had 
the moral initiative, the product of 
Ir.dlvidual liberty which Germany 
did not have. Germany was unable to 
acquire Intellectual freedom :n two 
or three years but we were able to 
learn cooperation In that length (if 
lime. 

'Today we have a larger and more 
difficult task than when we entered 
the war We are a good natured people 
and dflft along, foreseeing not the 
danger of social disintegration by 
the enemy within our country. 

"Soc at reformers are velwlng our 
aoclety from economics and material 
rcconstltlution. What we need Is spir- 
itual, moral, intellectual and patriotic 
i«constltulion. It is tor spiritual re- 
censtltut on that I am pleading with 
the college men and women today, for 
It must be brought about by reason 
•and a minimum of farco and coercion. 
:Rusela is an example of the nation 
who dlBClpllnes through force and 
coercion. The United States Is not co- 
?tcing or Intimidating. American col- 
lege men and women have training. 
r<JEon. judgment, and educa'ion and 
the Ideals held by the American com- 
mnnlty at large are held a little more 
firmly by the American collegian.

PRt Cam* of niu<Mllc<ui Surge rj Was 
Performed 13 Years J^jpt 

A matt unusual and interestlB( 
aparatluu, from a scientific stand- 
point, was performed a short time 
ago upon a child by Dr. Mac P. Htt- 
lett, '33, a distinguished osteuiutth 
of Columbus, Ohio. 

The child who is Ave years of 
age. was born with both hips out of 
place. The hip bones have rested 
In the larger muscles above the hip 
socket Instead of in the socket It- 
self. Both bones were oat ot place 
at least an Inch. 

Tbe child has been abiu to wdfk;' 
but the bones working In the bed 
of muscles, had produced a decldod 
lameness, which in a short tline 
would have made walking imposit- 
hie. 

The left hip was set and placed 
In m cast In aboat forty minutes. 
This cast will be kept on for about 
three months. In the meantime, tn 
about two weeks the other hip will 
be set. It could not be done at the 
time of setting the left hip on ac- 
count ot the lensth ot time the 
child had to be kept under the an- 
aestbetlo. 

About 1 5 years ago the flrat case 
ot bloodless surgery was performed 
on the small daughter ot Ogden Ar- 
mour. A specialtBt, Doctor Lorene, 
came from Germany and received 
a tee of f 10,000 and all expenses 
(or his work. The same kind of 
operation wus pertromcd by Doctor 
Huletl.

January G, and ending February 'iS. 

The men In the fouryearcourtie ko 
out as research men. Instructors, or 
as heads of experiment stations, 
or county agents. Few of them are 
looking forward to actually running 
a farm of their own. 

On the other hand the short course 
men are of. that class who own tbelr 
farms and operate them. They are 
d.^irmlned to dignify farming by 
;il3t:(ng It more firmly upon a sctentl- 
11c basis. 

It U the men who will accumplisb 
these results, the college wants and 
Is anxious to induce to enrol In the 
short courses offered. There is 
plenty of room for the man who Is 
going to run Dad's farm, and the 
place for him during the coming 
eight weeks Is in the agricultural col- 
lege. The course closes February 28, 
In time that he may heed the ftrst 
call of spring and be ready on the 
Job to begin farming the first day of 
March.
